and do to them the neceſlity and ond es of frequenting Divine Service; 

for which end the Officer Commanding, in any Garriſon or Quarter, is to order

And ail Officers are to ſee 
that the Act of Parliament againſ} Cuyſing ang Swegring, is duly executed 
throughout the Army, ſo that S may eſcape the jaſt puniſhment there- 
in mentioned ; and if any Chaplain ſhall deſire a Licenſe of Abſence, he js firſt 
to make his application to his Collonel, or other Officer Commanding the Regi- 
ment, to recommend him to Us for his obtaining the ſame, and muſt allow out: 
of bis pay a ſufficient competency to another Miniſter for diſcharging his Duty 
in his Abſence.

Thirdly, That all the Engliſh Regiments in.th's Kingdom, do every year (as 
oft as there ſhall be occaſion) ſend over ſome Officers into Englinl, to raiſe Re- 
cruits there; that the ſaid Rectyiny doggnblt anly of Engliſh born Subjects that 
are Proteſtants, and deſcended of oteſtunt patents; but if any Engliſh men 
qualified as aforeſaid, can be raiſed in this Kingdom, they are (before they are 
Enliſted) to be brought before the Collonel or Officer Commanding the Regiment, 
to be examined and approved of by him, who is to keep a Book for Regi- 
ſtring the Names of all ſuch Recruits as ſhall be raiſed here, and brought from 
England for the ſervice of the Regiment under his Command, and their Age, 
places of Birth, Stature, Trades, Colour of their Hair, and days of Entrance; 
and that all the Sgjdiers ſo Raiſed and Enliſted, ſhall be Net before ſuch 
General Officer as ſflafl (ext after” their entrance) be appointed to viſit the Forces, 
which if he approve of, he is then to Confirm their entrance on the Rolls of 
the Troop or Company unto which they belong; but in Caſe he diſlike any of 
the ſaid new Men, then he is to raze their names out of the Rolls, and diſmiſs 
them from the Service, and the Collonel who allowed and entred them, ſhall at 
his own expence, refund to His Majeſty the Money and Subſiſtence paid to ſuch 
men from the time they were Enliſted: But if it ſhall appear, that the Officer 
who produced them is in the fault, by Impoſing them on his Collonel by any 
wrong Recommendation, then ſuch Officer ſhall be Suſpended for a Month, and 
looſe & Months pay. | 

Fourthly, That no private Soldier ſhall be Diſcharged, ._but by the Collonel or 
Officer Commanding the Regiment? and before the Diſcharge is granted, he is to 
ſignifie the Reaſons for ſv doing unto Us, for our Conſent, or by Order of any of 
the General Officers when on his Circuit Keviewing the Forces; ang if it ſhall ap- 
pear that any Officer do receive any Reward or Qgatuity for Ditcharging, or pro- 
curing the Diſcharge of any Soldier, he, ſhall, Forfeit for che tht. riſe * the 
of Twenty pounds Sterling, to be paid out of his Pay unte 
Gratuity to be Diſcharged, or to any other who ſhall; D ant 
Fact before Us, or any of the General Officers when on their-Circuit®; and if any 
Officer do Commit the ſaid Offence a ſecond time, he ſhall be Sy ed during 
His Majeſty's pleaſure. n 

Fifthly, That no Licenſes of Abſence for any Officer or private Soldier but ſuch 
as are Granted by Us, or the chief Governour or Governours here for the time 
being, ſhall be allowed on the Muſters ; which ſaid Licenſes. are to be Entred in 
the Muſter-Maſter General's Office, and Regiſtred in a Book tb be bereafter kept 
for that purpoſe by the Major of each Regiment, or other Officer thereof appoin- 
ted by the Collonel to keep the ſame ; that all iuch Licenſes ſhall be Granted on 
the Recommendation of the Collonel, or Commanding Officer to Us, and no other- 
wiſe. That no Officer do preſume to ſtay trom his Command after the expiratiun 
of his Licenſe, otherwiſe he ſhall forfeit and looſe his Subſiſtence for the over-plus 
time ; and every Officer Licenſed as aforeſaid, ſhall 1end a Certificate under the 
hand of his Collonel or Commanding Officer, , to the Muſter-Maſter General's Of. 
fice, of the day he rerurned to his Garriſon or Qaarter, to prevent the {ſtoppage of 
his Subſiſtence in the Treaſury. That all Soldiers abſent by Licenſe ſhall receive 
their full Subſi ſtence during the time of their abſence; but if they preſume to ſtay 
{rom their Duty, after the expiration of their Licenſes, they ſhall alſo. forfeit 
their pay for the over-plus time, and ſhall be puniſhed according to the diſcre- 


tion of a Court Martial, and their pay ſo ſtopped ſhall be diſtributed amongſt the 


private men of the Iroop'or Company unto which they belong; and if any Li- 
cenſes be granted between Muſters, they are to be from the Collonel or Officer 


Commar.ding the Regiment only, which ſaid Licenſes are alſo to be Regiſtred in 
; B a 


a Bo2k to be kept as aforeſaid, and all Collonels are to take particular care that 
two or at leaſt one Commiſſioned Officer be always preſent with each Troop or Com- 
pany : And we do think fit, and hereby declare, that the Licenſes for private 
men ſhall be given out gratis at the Secretary's Oftice, and that no Fees ſhall be 
taken ſor the Entry of them at the Muſter-Maſter General's Office. 

Sia thly, That all Arms not of the Gage of Muſquet bore, and ſuch as are Un- 
ſerviceable, be delivered into His Majeſty's Stores, and others of Muſquet bore 
ſhall be given out to the ſeveral Regiments, to anſwer the number of thoſe they 


delivered in. ; 
Seventhly That each Captain or Officer commanding a Company, dp every four 


months, and no oftener, diſcount with and pay his Soldiers their odd Groats, and 
duly bring an Account thereof Signed under his Hand, and the particular dif. 


A taken for the ſame from the Soldiers, unto the Collonel or Officer com- 
manding the Regiment, who is to examine the ſaid Account and Diſcharges, and 
if he ſhall find that any Offer _— the due performance of this Rule, he is 
to puniſh him by Arreſt or Suſpenſion, and out of his Subfiſtence to pay the Sol- 
diers what ſhall appear to remain due to them, and to ſend an Account thereof 
to the Court of General Officers for their further Determination; and if it ſhall 
appear by complaint of the Soldiers or otherwiſe, that the Collonel or Officer 
commanding has failed of his Duty herein, he is to anſwer the neglect thereof be- 


fore the ſaid Court of General Officers. 
Eightly, That every Captain or Offoer commanding a Troop of Horſe or Dra- 


goons, do once every year bring and produce to his Collonel, a particular Ac- 


count of the Receipts and Disburſements of the Stock- purſe money, which by or- 
der is Deducted out of each Troop for the recruiting or mending of unſerviceable 
Horſes, which ſaid yearly Account is to remain with the Collonel. 

Ninthly, That a general Exerciſe be appointed for the uſe of the Army, and that 
ſome skillful Officers thereof be pitched on, and ordered to Regulate the ſame, 
who are to preſent it to the General Officers for their approbation : That all 
Regiments, Troops and Companies be Exerciſed twice every Week; and all Offi- 
cers of the Regiment to be Exerciſed then in the Garriſon or Quarter, are to be 
preſent at the Exerciſe, and no Subaltern Officer is hereafter to Exerciſe any Re- 
giment, Troop or Company, when his Captain or Superior Offer is preſent 
which the General Officers are to ſee duly obſerved and performed, : 

Tenthly That each Collonel or Offer commanding a Regiment, do every three 
Months (bona fide) give unto Us an account of the ſtrength of the Regiment under 
his command independent of the Muſters ; and tor the better enabling him there- 
unto, each Captain is to bring him a true Liſt of his effective men, with the Names 
of ſuch as Dye or Deſert, and the time when; and if it can be found out, that 
any Captain do make a falſe Return to the Collonel of his Troop or Company, he 
s thereupon to be immediately Suſpended by his ſaid Collonel or Officer comman- 
ding the Regiment, and an account thereof ſent to the Court of General Officers 
who are to proceed againſt him according to the nature of the Crime, And We 
likewiſe do think fit, that for the future no Pay or Subſiſtence ſhall be ſent or 
paid to any Captain, but for the number of the Effective men in his Troop or 
Company only ; and that the Money ſtoped on account of the defeRives, ſhall by 
our order remain in the Treaſury,” and the fame ſhall from time to time be iſſu- 
ed out to the ſeveral Collonels (on their application to Us) for Recruiting the Re- 
giments under their Commands: And for the Encouragement of all ſuch Cap- 
tains who diligently diſcharge their Duty in keeping their Troops or Companies 


compleat and in good condition, a competent allowance out of the ſaid Money

ſo ſtopped in the Treaſury as aforeſaid, ſhall (on their Collonels repreſentation of 
their Care) be punctually paid and beſtowed them, and the General Officers (when 
on their Circuits) are deſired to take particular notice of the ſtrength and conditi- 
on of each Troop and Company, that at their return they may be enabled to give 
Us an account thereof, and of the names of ſuch Officers whom they ſhall tind 
molt deſerving of His Majeſty's Favour, that ſuch may be particularly recom- 
mended for their advancement ; and on the contrary no regard ſhall ever be had 
to ſuch as are found negligent and keep bad Companies. 

Eleventhly That no Horſeman or Dragoon be permitted to borrow Horſe or 
Arms to appear with at Muſter, or at any publick Review; and if any Officer or 
Soldier hall offend herein, ſuch puniſhment ſhall be inflicted as the Court of Ge- 
neral Officers ſhall think fit: And for prevention of ſuch ill practices for the fu- 
ture, every Col lonel of Horſe and Dragoons is to cauſe the firſt Letter of his own Sir- 
Name, and the firſt Letter of each Captains Name and Sir-Name to be burnt on 
each Horſe of the reſpective Troops under his Command]; and further, that no 
Boy under Sixteen years of age be permitted to paſs Muſter as a Soldier, or march 
in the Ranks ; nor that any Soldier be ſuffered to ſerve or attend an Officer as a 
Servant, except on extraordinary occaſions by the Collonels order, and that par- 
ticular care be taken by all Perſons and Officers concerned, to diſcover and prevent 
falſe Muſters, and all corrupt practices in the performance of that ſervice. 

Tw-Ifthly, That for the future there ſhall be allowed two Years Off. recknings for 
the Cloathing of every Regiment; and that each Collonel ſhall out of the ſaid 
Fund be obliged to buy and furniſh the under-named particulars, Viz. 


One large Coat and] [Iwo shirts. 


Woaſt-coat. Two Cravats. 
Two Hats. Two pair of Stockins. 
Two pair of Breeches. | | I wo pair of Shoes. 


For each private man and Non-Commiſlioned Officer of the Regiment under his 
command, every Four and twenty Months, and to bring Patterns thereot to Us 
or the chief Governour or Governours of this Kingdom for the time being, to be 
viewed and approved of. We do likewiſe think fit, and do accordingly order and di- 
re&, that the ſmall Accoutrements of each Regiment, as Swords, Byonetts, Belts, 
Bandiliers, &c. ſhall be conſtantly furniſhed and repaired by the reſpective Col- 
lonels, out of the ſaid Fund of Off. reckonings from time to time as there ſhall be 
on. 

Thirteenthly That each Captain or Officer commanding a Troop or Company, 
do pay his Soldiers their Weekly Subſiſtence, at two ſeveral times in diſtin pay- 
ments, and to ſee at the times of payment, that their Arms, Cloaths, and other 
Accoutrements are kept in good order, and to cauſe ſuch things as (by any ne- 
gle& or abuſe) ſhall be wanting, to be ſupplyed, and to repair and mend ſuch 
ings as ſhall be abuſed or ſpoyled ; and that the Major to each Regiment ſhall 
every Month viſit the ſame, for the ends and purpoſes aforeſaid, and give an ac- 
count of the condition thereof to the Collonel. | 

Fourteenthly That if any Soldier ſhall fell, or through negligence loſe, or out of 
miſchief break any of his Arms or Accoutrements, he ſhall be confined, and al- 
lowed but half his Subſiſtence to live upon, untill the remainder ſhall amount to 
ſo much as will be ſufficient to repair the damage.

Fifteenthly, That all Officers who have their Commiſſioas, do bring or ſend 
them to their Collonel or Officer commanding the Regiment, who is to take 
care to get them Entred in the chief Secretary's and Muſter-Maſter General's 
Offices in this Kiagdom, and afterwards to return the ſame to the reſpective 
Officers: And that all ſuch Officers who have loſt their Commiſſions, do get 


the Dates thereof certified by their reſpective Collonels, and Entred in the 
Offices aforeſaid ; that all the ſaid Commiſſions and Certificates ſhall be Entred 


in the ſaid Offices Gratis. | 

Laftly, In order to prevent for the future any Quarrels or Duels that too 
frequently happen between the Officers of the Army, We do (in purſuance 
of His Mafeſty's poſitive Commands and Inſtructions to Us) hereby Declare, 
that if any Officer or Officers ſhall give any real Affront to any other, or 
ſhall Send, Receive, or Deliver any Challenge, the ſame being made appear 
to Us, or the chief Governour or Governours here for the time being ; ſuch 
Officer or Officers ſo offending, ſhall be Broke and Caſhired, and made for 
the future uncapable to bear any Commiſſion or Employment under His 


Majeſty.
